The 100-ton .jiemsns-Martin furnaces are producing 12,000 - 13,000 tons of ingots 
a month of which 2,000 tons are being stocked because the other mills in the’ 
i^asoem Zone are unable to absorb completely the production from Riesa. The 
stocks will be usrad by the rolling mill, which is still to bo erected. The price 
ox the ingotis is Dh 120 per ton. Preparations are proceeding for the construction 
of a 5-t.cii elecunc furnace for electric steel casting. 
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iU Each month ths Riesa steal works receive from the USSR approrimately 
1,200 tons of pig iron which contains manganese. Irregular deliveries 
or 5 or 6 railway cars at a time are also received from Poland and Hungary. 
These shipments are used for the production of ingots, 90$ of which are 
derived from scrap and 105? of which are derived from pig iron. The imports 
are handled by the Stahl- und Eiaenhandelsgesellschaft in Leipzig, Witten- 
bergstrasse, The Riesa plant pays DM 80 per ton, plus DM 16.80 freight 
charges. The pig iron comes try rail from the interior of Russia to Brest- 
ifiitovsk whore it is t ransf e rrod to European gauge freight cars.
